AFTER FELLING TWO MEN 
- HE I8 OVERPOWERED 


When Olergyman Falls Exhausted 
With Deep Wounds in Face and 
Breast, Assailants Flee Without 


Robbing Him. 


Fighting desperately to defend SMhseit 
from a murderous attack by three high- 
waymen Friday night, near Twelfth and 
Market streets. Rev. Father Charlies 
Quinn of New York stood off his assail- 
ants until they drew knives and began 
slashing at him. 

So valiantly did the priest resist the rob- 
bers that they fled without searching him, 
after he had dropped unconscious to the 
street with blood streaming from three 
knife wounds. 

The priest is now at the Mullanphy Hos- 
pital. He has two severe knife wounds on 
the face and may lose the sight of one eye. 
The police: have good descriptions of his 
aseailants. 

Father Quinn is a globe-trotter and when 
attacked was on his way to Union Station 
to take a train for Butte, Mont. He re- 
cently arrived in the United States from 
Italy and had spent two weeks in Bt. 
Louls inspecting the parishes and form- 
ing acquaintances with the local clergy. 

To his athletic abilities he attributes ais 
escape from worse punishment, for he 
gave the highwaymen so hard a battle 


‘with his fists that they fied after he suc- 


cumbded. 
The assault occurred less than three 
blocks from the Four Courts at 10 o'clock 
Friday night. Father Quinn had been 
etayiig at the Laclede Hotel and decided 
Union Station.

eof Market street between Twelfth 
Thirteenth streets, directly opposite 
City Hell. 

According to the description furnished by 
Father Quinn, one of the men was six 
feet in height and the two others nea: 
as tall. They presented no weapuns but 
gruffiy ordered the priest to hold up his 
hands, apparontiy disregarding his druss, 
which proclaimed him a clergyman. 

Hardly had the men accosted him when 
Father Quinn’ shot out his fist and caught 
the foremost on the chin. The highway- 
man dropped and another swing knocked 
down the second man. 

The third man held back momentarliy 
and an the other two arose from the gut- 
ter the priest swung again and put both of 
them down once more. 

The desperate resistance maddened the 
, Tobbers and the third man rushed at the 
” priest with a knife. One of the others 
also drew a similar weapon. 

Taken at a disadvantage the priest did 
not waver and continued his defense with 
desperate energy. He received § several 
slight cuts about the hands warding off 
the Knife thrusts and called for help as 
he attempted to keep the robbers from 
surrounding him. 

The uneven battle soon terminated. One 
of the knives ripped a gash eight inches 
long in the priest's face, the cut extend- 
ing from his temple to his throat on the 
right side. Half blinded by blood he con- 
tinued the fight and a moment later re- 
ceived a cut in the fight eye and a stab 
in the fight breast. 

Apparentiy unnerved by the sight of 
blood streaming from the priest's face, the 
robbers turned. and fied, while Father 
Quinn dropped to the sidewalk from ex- 
haustion 


He returned to consciousness in a few 
moments and as there was no pedestrian 
An sight he dragged himself to a drug store 


at Fourteenth and Market streets. 


_ A physician who happened to be in the 
drug store attended him and was dress- 
ing his wounds when Policeman Dris- 
coll of the Central District arrived. 
_ At first Father Quinn appeared dis- 
inclined to discuss the attack and re- 
quested to be taken to a private hos- 
pital. The liceman called a carriage 
and drove the Mullanphy Hospital,

JEFFERSON CITY, } Jan. 7.—Ldieu- 
tenant-Governor John C. McKinley, who 
by virtue of his office is also president of 
the Senate, and Representative David W.

Folk on assuming tho duties of his vice, 
will incorporate the gcneral demand of the 
business and professional men of St. Louis 
for the repeal of the breeders’ law, which 
was heretofore shown by the Post-Dis- 
patch has not beneiitted the horse-Lreed- 
ing industry in Missouri, in his message.

George U. Heimburger, who took the stand 
in his own behalf Saturday morning at 
the trial and investigation of the charges 
made against him by Mayor Well of sub- 
stituting material and changing contracts 
and specifications. 

While cross-examining Heimburger, As- 
sistant City Counselor Woerner asked: 

“Do you not think it unlawful to coun- 
tenance a change in contract?” 

“While I believe it is-unlawful,” replied 
the commissioner, “I found that it has 
been the custom to change them when 
considered necessary for public go00d.”’ 

Mayor Wells became the interlocutor 
after \Counselor Woerner had hag his 
cross-examination, and, after a spirited ex- 
amination, thé trial was adjourned until 10 
o'clock Monday morning. 

Heimburger took the stand as first wit- 
ness in his own defense when the inquiry 
reopened at 10 o'clock Saturday morning. 
and was examined by Leverett Bell, one 
of his counsel. He entered a general de- 
nial to all charges, and then went into de- 
tail, taking up the charges one at a time. 

He saéd that he first heard of the accusa- 
tions against him on Nov. 28 last. when 
Mayor Wells summoned him and asked for 
his resignation. The mayor, he said, told 
him that there was sufficient evidence to 
warrant his dismissal, and that the best 
thing to do would be te resign. 

“Tle told me he would give me until Dec. 
l—three days—to resign,’’ said the com- 
missioner. ‘I replied that I could not af- 


‘| ford to resign wWifder fire.’ 


Errors on the 
Side of Safety. 


After detailing the circumstances of his 
appointment, Heimburger answered ques- 
tions concerning the charge of using an 
excessive amount of steel in the construc- 
tion of the poorhouse buildings. “He de- 
cjared that he recommended no modifica- 

ons, but admitted that he was induced 
to entertain propositions for a change pro- 
vided the city received a rebate. 

“I talked to President Phillips of the 
boa about it,” he said, ‘and agreed with 
him that a public official had no right to 
make changes in contracts. I heard that 
the contractors offered to increase the 
amount of rebate, but I did not recommend 
any changes.”’ . 

“If there was any error or excese it was 
on the side of safety. While the struts or 
cross braces are heavier than aDsolutely 
necesgary, it is a good fault, for it made 
the building stronger.’ . 

“Did you order any change or si/bstitu- 
tion in the workhouse plans?’ asked Mr. 
Bell, taking up the second charge. 

“No. Contractor Barstow assured me 
that he had an official at the City Hall who 
was willing to give him the privilege of 
substituting concrete for steel. I looked 
over the proposed substitute plans and de- 
cided that they were insufficient and that 
the contractors must inclose the concrete 
columns in iron jackets. Furthermore, i 
told Barstow that the Board of Public idk 
provements would have to authorize any 
change of plans."’

As a result of difference of opinion as 
to rates to be charged between the su- 
preme lodge, A. O. U. W., and the grand 
lodge of Misouri, it is likely that the grand 
lodge will be suspended at the meeting of 
the board of directors of the supreme lodge 
to be held in Meadville, Pa., Jan. 12. 

Litigation between the two lodges has 
been going on in the Circuit court since 


October. 

W. F. Bohn, a committeeman of the su- 
preme lodge, said Saturday, “It is almost 
certain that the grand lodge of Missour! 
will be suspended at the meeting.” 

“Since the grand lodge lust its sult 
Thursday in Judge McDonald's court, there 
is no legal reason why the supreme lodge 
should not go eon and suspend it. 

“Practically there is a difference of only 
$2 in rates between the contending lodges. 
The rate which the grand lodge refused to 
comply with is that on men 55 years old 
and older. The grand lodge wants this rate 
reduc $2. 

“The supreme lodge has a membership of 
385,000 and the grand lodge 16, 500 members in 
Missouri. 

“What effect will the suspension have on 
members of the Missouri grand lodge?’ Mr. 
Bohn was asked. 

“They will have to take chances on hav- 
ing their death benefits paid,"’ he said. “The 
grand lodge is now five and one-half 
months behind in paying benefits.’’

%. This would have have given a gross 
profit of $5 a share, or $3,500,000 in all. The 
syndicate’s share was to have been §2,100,- 
000. The syndicate was known as the 
Loomis syndicate.

In order to induce the public to buy the 
stock at an inflated price it was necessary 
to create some sentiment regarding the 
mines. A trip to British Columbia to look 
at the property was arranged. Senators, 
politicians, big and little financiers were 
invited on the junket. Mr. Loomis went 
along. The party lived in princely style 
throughout the journey. In fact it was one 
long banquet in luxurious private cars. 
The party went to the foot of Selkirk 
Mountains and looked at the mines.

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A MEMORABLE PROPOSITION. 

The Superintendent of the St. Louis House of Refuge has put 
on record in the last few days a sentence which ought not to 
be allowed to pass from public memory, 

“They are bright as other children and as willing to learn,” 
he said of his small wards in the plea he made that they should 
have the same educational advantages given to children who 
are not confined. 

Ile points out that the number of those committed to the 
institution as “incorrigible” is smal] in proportion to the whole 
number of inmates, most of whom are thrown into the city’s 
charge because they have no one else to care for them. 

It is always a great misfortune for a child to lose its home 
care and pass under the care of the public at large. Perhaps 
there is no other misfortune of childhood so great except that 
of the child whose associates make it what is called an “in- 
corrigible.” | 

Children who suffer the great loss of home are not on that’ 
account the less bright or the less willing to learn. If the | 
energies wrongly expended in the attempt to interfere with 
natural relations between parents and children at home, are 
diverted to caring for homeless children for whom the city 
must care, then the education to which they are entitled may 
demonstrate conclusively that there are no “incorrigibles” 
among them, except such as were made so by perversion and 
neglect.

His objective point is Lawrence, Mass., 
his home, but he probably will -top at (in- 
cinnati for a day or two. 

If he goes by another route his attorney, 
Jack Boogther, probably will appear before 
the commission, which is the supreme court 
of baseball. 

The amount claimed is nearly $4000, This 
consists of two months’ unpaid salary at 
$1333.33 a month, a note for $1000, due in 
June, 193, and interest on both items to 
date. 

The history of Donovan's case is well- 
known in. St. Louds. He signed to play with 
and manage tne Cardinals at a salary of 
$8000 for the season of 1908 and a bonus of 
$1990 for signing. 

He claims that he failed to receive sal- 

ary for the last two months of the season 
and he still holds the note for the $1000 bo- 
nus, 
He made the non-payment a baais for his 
claim of release from the 8t. Louls club 
last spring. and after fighting the case be- 
fore the national commission for several 
months he won. He immediately signed as 
manager of the Washington clwrb. 

At the time the first decision was handed 
down the commission declined to instruct 
the St. Louis club to pay Donovan. 

Ban Johnson, presidgnt of the American 
League, and Harry Pulilam, president of 
the National, are two of the three mem- 
hers of the commission. 

Inasmuch as they are responsible, in a 
general way, for the financial standing of 
the leagues they lead, Donovan hopes to 
get their official fndorsement of his claim. 

Baseball ‘politicians, however, are of the 
opinion that Pulliam is not in sympathy 
with Donovan. Last spring President John- 


/son was interested in the case because he 


wanted to secure Donovan to manage one 
of hie clubs 

Since then; however, Johnson has not be- 
stirred himself in Donovan's behalf, as the 
nlaver is now uncer reserve by the Wash- 
ington club, and under bareball law cannot 
play elsewhere. 

Donovan was advised to attach the re 
eeiptsa of gates at the National League 
Park, but up to the present time has de- 
clined, in the hope that the matter would 
be settled without recourse to the courts.

“COVERING” SYSTEM 
TO FIND OPPOSITION 


AT BASEBALL MEETING 


Garry Hermann Will Advocate Change in the Drafting Rules, 
It Is Thought, at Meeting of Magnates in 
Cincinnati Next Week.

Among the contemplated or talked of 
changes to be made in the national agree- 
ment when the three signatories meet in 
Cincinnati Monday, is one which will kill | 
for all time the objectionable “covering” 
system which frequently causes loss of 
time and temper to magnates of the major 
leagues. 

The American league by its action in Chi- 
cago last month, is on record as opposed 
to any change in the drafting rules as 
they stand. This stand, however, was 
aimed particularly at the proposition of the 
controlling board of the National Associa- 
tion and it is quite probable that Presi- 
dent Johnson, who is empowered to act 
on his own judgment, may declare for 
a rule that will eliminate the ‘covering’ 
avil 

The system of evasion which goes by 
that name hes become more popular with 
minor league magnates every season. Its 
work is simple and effective. Supposing a 
minor league magnate has a player who 
he is anxious to keep out of the Inevitabie 
draft. He makes a deal with a major 
league magnate by which he sells or ia 
supposed to sell the player to this major 
league club. The deed of sale is drawn 
up In due form and notice filed so that 
the player is the property of a major 
league club before the drafting period 
opens. But the sale is not bona fide. As 
soon as the danger is past the player is 
returned to his owner and is safe in the 
fold for another year. 

The most amusing case of this kind of a 
“sale” is furnished just now by the Balti- 
more club. Ned Hanlon ts owner of the 
club and at the same time manager of the 
Brooklyn team. This year Brooklyn an- 
nounces that {t has purchased only thirteen 
men from the Baltimore club. or practi- 
cally the entire team. It does not require 
a prophet to figure how many of these 
Baltimore players will report to Brooklyn 
in the epring.

$40,000 AWARD 
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Tod Sloan Will Receive Only 
Actual Damages by Ruling of 
French Court on Case. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—There appears to 
be another version of the case of Jockey 
Tod Sloan, who was recently supposed to 
have received a verdict of $40,000 against 
the French Jockey Club. The London 
in commenting on the case, 
says: 
‘The court of appeals has just given its
